
Born of missionary parents in Brussels, Belgium, Mrs. Elliot grew up with four 
brothers and one sister in Philadelphia and New Jersey. She went to Ecuador in 1952, 
married Jim Elliot in 1953, and had a daughter, Valerie, in 1955. Jim was killed by 
Auca Indians in 1956. 

Since her return to the U.S. in 1963, Mrs. Elliot has been writing and speaking. In 
1969, she married Addison Leitch, professor of theology and philosophy at 
Gordon-Conwell Seminary in Massachusetts. He died of cancer in 1973. 

Since 1977, she has been the wife of Lars Gren. Mrs. Elliots daily broadcast, Gateway 
to Joy, is now heard on 250 stations, including the following in New Jersey, Monday 
through Friday:
